We 
would like to see a larger number of this ox- 
cellont fine wool sheep in this County, as their 
wool is becoming much soughtafter. In Grade 
Sheep there were 24 entries, contributed for 
the most part by Messrs R. Garbutt, Snell, 
E. Ketcheson, Wallbridge, and Read, 

In Swine, the number of entries was 26,— 
16 large breed, and 10 small. In tho Jatte., 
Mr. E, Collirg was the principal exhibitor, 
and his pigs were much admired. An Essex 
Boar imported by Dr, Coleman was a splen- 
did little animal, and this breed will be a new 
feature in our County Shows. 

The Farming Implements were not so va- 
ried as at the last Show. The Pioughs, Har- 
rows, Oultivators, Straw-cutters, &c. manu- 
factured by Messrs. Walker & Co., Brown, and 
Wallbridge, are too well known to need any 
description. For Farm use, the implements 
made by our manufacturers are equal to any 
in the Province, A rew implement for farm 
use,—a Sawing machine,—7was shown, one by 
Mr. Walker and one by Mr. Brown, and look 
a very useful labor saying machine; particu- 
larly now as the country is being fast cleared 
of wood, everything that effects a ng in 
this indispensable article will®be gladly wel- 
comed, 

The display of Waggons and Carriages was 
very good, but we are of opinion that the car- 
riages shown by Mr. Sprague, of Ameliasburg, 
were on exhibition last year, and bave been 
kept on hand ever since, They were really 
splendidly got up, and the workmanship was 
first class, Messrs, Brown & St. Obarles had 
an open Buggy, a covered ditto, an elegant 
Democrat, and a Lumber waggon, which, al- 
though not so expensively got up, were more 
serviceable than the Prince Edward competi- 
tor. Mr, Baker aud Mr. Vermi'yea were also 
exhibitors, and received prizes for soma ex- 
cellent work. 

Inside the building the show was very fair, 
and in Ladies’ Fancy work much in advance 
of last year, The Armory isa large room: 
building, and particularly well adapted for the 
purpose of Exhibitions of thiskind. The vea- 
tibule was allotted to Seeds, and the entries 
ranged as follows: Fall when), red, 8; white 
8; Spring whent, Fife, 10; other varieties, 3; 
Largs pease, 2; small pease, 6; Rye, 13; 
Barley, 16; Backwheat, 6; Oats, 9; Corn, 5; 
Olover seed, 2; Timothy seed, 9; Vetches, 2 
Owing to the unusual rains this season, the 
grain crop is not of as good color as in former 
years, but the berry is plump, and of good 
-1z0. In none of these varieties of Seeds was 
there one-half the entries there shonld have 
been, and wo hope a marked improvement 
will take p'ace in this department, as it is the 
most important one to farmers of all, for ifa 
good quality of sceds cannot he had, the crops 
are not likely to be of tho best description. 

In Domostic manufactures of all kinds there 
was a very fair show, many of the articles be- 
ing of a superior quality. ‘There were 8 en- 
tries in Full cloth, dressed; 10, undressed; 
1 Satinet\!, fuctory ; 6 do hand-loom;.8 white 
flannel; 5 colored do; 9 check or plaid flan- 
ne}; 2 fweed; 1 home made carpeting.

By half-past five more than 80 houses, ell 
| wooden, were in a blaze, aud tho flames, 
| driven by tho wind, were spreadiog in all 
| directions. 
| At half-past six over a hundred and fifty 
| houses were consumed. ‘The fire by this 
time had run along St. Joseph and Notre 
| Dame des Anges to the junction of St, Val- 
ior stroot, carrying overything before it. 
| The church of La Congregation stood in 
jgreat danger at this timo, but a sudden 
| veering of the wind saved it, 

Crossing St. Valicr street, the fire soon 
sproad into St, Sauveur,with its hundreds of 
| wooden houses, the destructive element rag- 
ing in defiant fury. House after house fell 
4 prey to the flames. It was thought that 
the houses to tho eastward would be saved 
by the wind; but, contrary to supposition, 
the fire crept back, doing its work of de- 
struction. 

At 11 o'clock the whole centro of tho dis- 
trict lying between St. Sauveur and the 
lower streets running parallel with the river 
was a barren waste, 

Seeking something to feed on, the fire 
then distributed itself in opposite directions. 
The wind increasing again at this time, and 
blowing in gusts in evory direction, three 
separate conflagrations were observable at 
once. St. Sauveur Church, Dunn's soap 
and candle factory, Rees’ rope-walk, and 
other large buildings, were io flames. 

Along St. Valier St. towards the toll-gate, 
and the streets surrounding thy general hos- 
pital and convent, another terrible fire was 
raging with even greater fury; while 
at the back of Brown street, along Prince 
Edward, Jesuit, and Ryland streets, the 
flames were creeping back, enveloping street 
after street, range after range, despite the 
almost superhuman efferts of the soldiers 
and seamen of the Aurora to arrest it. 

The conflagration ceased about 5 o'clock, 
when it had nothing more to feed on. 

A moderate computation places the num- 
ber of houses destroyed at about 2,500, and 
the loss in real estate and household proper- 
ty burned or damaged at between £2,500,- 
000 to $3,000,000. The number of per- 
sons readered hcuseless is estimated at 18,- 
000.

duced in our Fatherland, if the the tidings

Fifteen or eighteen thousand destitute 
and suffering men, women and childron are 
calling for aid, and cold and callous must be 
the heart that will not respond. A meeting 
of our citizens should be called at once, a re- 
lief committee appointed, and subscriptions 
circulated, Tho work should not be delayed, 
as every day only increases the destitution 
and misery which this torrible fire has occa- 
sioned. In the mean time, and as supplemon- 
tary to the exertions of Relief Committees, 
wo would suggest the propriety of taking up 
collections in the various churches throughout 
the country. Many would be happy to throw 
in the collection box such sums as they could 
afford, and which perhaps they would not 
like to put down in tho shape of a subscrip~ 
tion. We throw out the hint for what it is 
worth, with the remark that if properly acted 
upon, a great many thousand dollars might 
be raised that otherwise would not be realized, 


CENTENARY MEETING. 


A public meeting was held in tho Wesleyan 
Ohorch on Friday evening last, which con- 
cludes the Services in this town for the cele- 
bratior of the Oentenary of Methodism in A 
merica. The chair was occupied by one of 
the oldest resident Methodists in Belleville, 
Asa Yeomans Eeq., and upon the platform 
were the Rev'd Dr. Greon, Rev'd Richard 
Jones, Rev. John Douse, Wm. McArthur Esq. 
of London, England, the Wesleyan Ministers 
of Belleville, and soveral of the Ministers of 
the Bellevi'le District. After the opening de- 
votional services by the Rev. James Preston, 
the chairman, in introducing the objects of 
the meeting, spoke for some time, with mucb 
feeling, and in a very interesting manner re 
lated a series of incidents connected with the 
rise and progress of Methodism as they occur- 
red in his own experience, first in his native 
State of Connecticut, atid afterwards in the 
town of Belleville. There aro few, if any, in 
Belleville, whose experience of these matters 
extends. so far back as that of Mr. Yeomans, 
and we doubt not that all present were much 
pleased with the vigour and freshness with 
which his memory recalled these interesting 
facts. 

The Rev'd John Douse next addressed the 
meeting, and in his usual comprehensive style 
spoke, first, of his own personal indebtedness 
to Methodism,—then, appealing to those pre- 
sent, asked if they were not also in a like po 
sition, and if 80, were they not bound to ac- 
knowledge their obligation by increased libe- 
rality at this epoch of their Church’s history. 

The Rey'd Richard Jones then spoke very 
ably upon the influence of Methodism in 
moulding the national character, and in con- 
Serving the privileges of civil and religious 
liberty. He also referred to the history of the 
Oburch in Belleville, concerning which he 
could speak from many years’ experience. 

The Rev'd Dr. Green commenced by show- 
ing, in a very happy manner, the right which 
we had to lave this colebration as well as the 
Methodists of the United States, inasmuch as 
the founders of the system in America were 
British subjects. The first traveling preach- 
ers were sent oul from England hy Mr. Wes- 
ley hitaself, and the entire staff of itinerants 
for some years were British subjects. He 
then referred to the famous question of the 
Apostolical Succession, and with much logi- 
val ability whoyed that the trae successors of 
the Apostles, no matter what Church they be- 
longed to, must be men who dived and worked, 
and sujfered ax thy Apostles did. Ibe Dr. 
then altnded to the disposition (hat was to be 
made of the funds which would be realised 
rom those meetings,—namoly, one third to 
aasist (ho educational fund for the Irish Wes- 
leyan Uhorch, one-third towards the cduca- 
lion of onr young Ministers in Canad», and 
one-third towards the *superannuated Minis 
ors’ fund.”

petuosity which is characteristic of French 
troops, and which is of great value in a cavalry 
attack.

Each ot these regiments is 
formed of 6 squadrons, each of which has 8 
officers, 27 non-commissioned officers, and 178 
troopers, so that a regiment with its staff oon- 
sists of 1350 men; and the entire sirength of 
the heavy cavalry is 16,200 men. The heavy 
cavalry is only intended to act in close 
column of attack, and is mounted on yery 
owerful horses, principally drawn from Nor- 


ose of the heavy cavalry. 
The light cavalry consis's of 12 regiinents 
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‘The artillery is in all respects the finest arm 
of the Frenoh army; and great attention is 
paid to the choice of recruits, only the most 
athletic and ixtelligent heing selected. ‘The 
uniform is extremely rich and handsome. It 
was suppose} that the tunic would interfere 
with the working of the guns, and a dark-blue 
Jacket with red facings has been substituted, 
and pantaloons of the same color with n broad 
red stripe; while the head-drese is a shako 
ornamented with red cords, ‘Ihe weapons are 
tho same as in our artillery, ‘The 6-pounder 
gun went oot of use some years ago. and the 
9 and 12 pouader rifled gun is now in use.—

[t was during tho yoar 1846, that I was 
staying for a fow months at a retired vil 
|lage in Sussex, noar whioh thero was a vory 
largo oxtent of common land, Sovoral fir 
‘plantations stood upon this commons, and 
afforded shelter to a groat many phoasants, 
whioh, with the other gamo, wore vory plen- 
tiful in tho neighborhood, Almost as a 
natural result, poachors were common in

I was still in the noighborhood when the 
term of their imprisonment had expired ;

upon mo, I was not alarmed, however, 
and did not hesitate to take any nocturnal 
rambles if so inclined. 

Ono lovely pani night I wandered 
out as usual, and walked on to the wild and 
desolate common, that I havo already’ mén- 
tioned.
